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CONSTITUTION. 


i. 


I. 

This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Royal  Nova 
Scotia  Yacht  Squadron,  and  its  objects  shall  be  to  pro- 
mote Yacht  building  and  sailing  in  this  Province,  and  to 
encourage  its  morabers  in  becoming  proficient  in  navigation, 
in  the  personal  management,  control  and  handling  of  the  ir 
Yachts,  and  in  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  seamanship. 

tr. 

The  Officers  of  the  Squadron  shall  consist  of  a  Commo- 
dore, Vice-Commodore,  Rear-Commodore,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commodore  to  preside  at  all 
meetings,  to  take  command  of  the  Squadron,  and  to  call 
Special  Meetings  whenever  he  may  think  necessary,  or  at 
the  request  in  writing  of  at  least  ten  members. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Commodore  the  Vice-Commodore 
shall  didcharge  his  duties,  and  in  the  absence  of  both  the 
Commodore  and  Vice,  the  duty  shall  fall  on  the  Rear- 
Commodore. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  true 
record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  Squadron ;  a  correct  roU 
of  members,  together  with  the  date  of  their  election ;  a 
register  of  the  Yachts  belonging  to  the  Squadron ;  tp  notify 
each  member  elect  of  his  election  ;  to  notify  each  member 
of  every  meeting ;  to  conduct  all  the  correspondence  of  the 
Squadron,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  books,  records  and 
papers. 

It  shall  be  the  Treasurer's  duty  to  collect  all  dues  and 
assessments,  pay  all  bills  contracted  by  the  Squadron  and 
passed  by  the  Committee  of  Management,  keeping  a  coTcct 
account  of  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose.  He  shall  deposit  all  the  Funds  of  the  Squadron 
as  received,  subject  to  Art.  XL,  in  a  bank  to  be  approved 
by  a  meeting  of  the  Squadron,  and  all  cheques  drawn 
shall  be  countersigned  by  one  of  the  Flag-Offlcers,  and  he 
shall  be  liable  to  account  for  the  same  whenever  so  required 
by  the  Committee  of  Management. 


III. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  I»ranngoinent  composed 
01  the  Flag-OfHcers,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  ex  officio, 
and  five  members,  of  whom  at  least  three  shall  be  yacht 
owners,  who  shall  bo  elected  by  ballot  at  the  Annual 
Meeting.  It  shall  bo  their  duty  to  audit  all  accounts  and 
to  approve  all  debts  of  the  Squadron  before  these  are  paid  • 
to  examine  all  proposals  for  membership  and  report  on 
approved  naifies,  and  to  make  an  Annual  Report  concern- 
ip.g  the  condition  and  finances  of  tho  Squadron,  and  such 
other  matters  as  they  luay  think  proper,  at  the  Annual 
Meetmg. 

IV. 

The  oflBcers  named  in  Art.  11.,  (except  the  Commodore) 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  each 
election  to  be  by  u  separate  ballot. 

V. 

The  narne,  address  and  profession  of  any  gentleman  who 
wishes  to  become  a  member  of  the  Squadron,  together  with 
the  names  of  his  proposer  and  seconder— who  must  be 
members— must  be  sent  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  at  least 
ten  days  previous  to  a  meeting— whether  special  or  regular 
""?;  ^^6,  Squadron,  and  be  by  him  submitted  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  Management  for  approval,  and  when  so  approved 
inscribed  m  a  book  in  regular  order  as  received.     At  least 
one  week  pi-evious  to  said  meeting,  a  list  of  candidates 
contaimng  all  the  particulars  above  mentioned,  shall  be 
sent  by  the  Secretary  to  each  member,  and  a  vote  by  ballot 
taken  at  the  meeting,  when  one  black  ball  in  seven  shall 
exclude.     Any  candidate  who  has  been  twice  black-balled 
shall  not  be  again  eligible  for  proposal. 

VI. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province,  the  Admiral 
Commanding  on  the  Station,  the  General  Commanding  the 
Imperial  Forces,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Ilalifaxr  the 
Mmwter  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  and  the  Flag-Offlcei-s 
and  Secretary  of  all  Royal,  Recognized  and  Foreign  Yacht 
Uubs,  extending  the  same  courtesy  towards  the  Fla^^- 
Oflacers  and  Secretary  of  this  Squadron,  shall  be,  together 


with  any  geiitlomcn  ballottcd  for  (in  acv^onlince  with  Art. 
V.,)  118  such,  Honorary  Mt-niherH  of  the  Squadron,  and 
entitled  to  all  privileges  except  voting  at  ueetings  or 
bullotting  for  members. 

vn. 

Offlcers  of  II.  M.  Army  and  Navy,  and  members  of  all 
Royal,  Recognized  and  Foreign  Yaebt  Clubs,  extending 
the  same  courtesy  to  members  of  this  Squadron,  shall  >>e 
admitted  on  payment  of  the  Annual  Subscription,  after 
having  passed  the  ballot,  and  any  such  gentlemen  owning 
yachts  shall  become  entitled  to  vote  on  all  questions  when 
a  vote  by  yachta,  as  hereinafter  provided  for,  is  called  for. 

VIII.

At  meetings  of  the  Sq'iad»on  seven  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  and  at  Committee  Meetings  three 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

X. 

Upon  a  proposal  to  alter  the  time  allowance,  rule  of 
measurer,  nt,  classification  of  yachts,  or  any  ether  question 
exclusively  affecting  yachts,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  only 
by  yachts,  that  is,  the  owner  or  owners  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote  for  each  j'acht.  Whenever  a  vote  by  yachts  is 
called  for,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  name  of  each  yacht 
enrolled  in  the  Squadron,  and  its  vote  shall  be  called  viva 
voce^  or  by  ballot,  if  ordered. 

XI. 

The  Squadron  shall  incur  no  debt  that  cannot  be  met  by 
funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  deposit  ten  per  cent,  of  all  moneys 
paid  ^.n  to  him  in  a  bank  to  be  approved  by  a  meeting  of 
the  Squadron,  to  the  credit  of  the  Squadron,  and  all  such

jjopoHlts  Shall  constitute  a  Reserve  Fund,  No  iwirt  o(  thi, 
\ind  8ha  I  ho  fH)roi)rlute<l,  unless  by  vote  of  a  majority  of 
Ue  memlK^rs  present  at  the  meeting,  and  at  least  ten  per 
cent  of  the  amount  of  the  fund  at  the  time  such  appro, 
priation  is  voted,  must  remain  in  the  bank  to  the  credit  o( 
the  bquadron.  Such  appropriation  shall  not  be  drawn 
H«ve  by  a  chcjue  signed  by  the  Treasurer  and  counter- 
signod  by  one  of  the  Flug-oniccrs.  The  account  of  this 
und  shah  be  kept  separate  from  the  general  account  of 
the  bquadron.

BY-LAWS. 


I. 

The  Ensign  of  the  Squadron  shall  he  the  Blue  Ensign 
of  Her  Majesty's  Fleet. 

The  Burgee  shall  be  blue,  with  a  red  ei'oss  edged  white, 
and  the  Arms  of  Nova  Scotia  in  the  u|>|>er  eornoi'. 

The  Commodore's  flr.g  shall  l)e  the  Squadron  Burgee, 
swallow-tailed ;  the  Vice-Commodore's,  a  similar  burgee, 
with  one  white  ball  in  the  lower  corner  next  the  mast ;  tho 
Uear-Commodore's,  a  similar  burgee,  with  two  white  balls 
in  the  lower  corner  next  the  mast. 

All  yachts  are  required,  when  cruising  or  accompanying 
a  race,  to  fly  the  Sqtiadron  Burgee  and  Ensign.  All  yachtn 
must  have  on  board  the  three  flags  required  to  make  their 
number  in  the  Squadron  List,  and  the  Answering  Pendant. 
Flag-Officers  nmst  havf.  on  board  a  complete  set  of  signaU 
(Commercial  code ) . 

II. 

After  providing  for  the  Reserve  Fund  and  the  necessary 
current  expenses,  the  funds  of  the  Squadron  shall  bi" 
annually  appropriated  to  Prizes  to  be  sailed  for  by  Tachts 
belonging  to  members. 

III. 

The  Annual  Subscription,  payable  by  each  member, 
shall  be  $5,  and entran.efee. 

The  entrance  fee  and  annual  subscription  of  every  can- 
didate for  membership,  approved  of  by  the  Committee  of 
Management,  must  be  lodged  with  the  Secretary  (wlu» 
shall  at  once  pay  it  over  to  the  Treasurer)  when  the  pro- 
posal for  election  is  approved  (or  the  name  will  not  be 
included  in  the  ballot  list.)  Should  the  candidate  not  be 
elected,  the  amount  shall  be  returned  to  his  proposer.  A 
member  elected  at  the  regular  meeting  in  October,  shall 
not  be  liable  to  pay  another  subscription  till  the  second 
January  following.  The  proposer  shall,  however,  be  in 
all  cases  responsible  to  the  Squadron  for  first  year's  due.** 
of  a  member  introduf'pd  '^*'  him.

Jt  shall  be  their  duty  to 
measure  all  yachts  belonging  to  the  Squadron  in  the  tnnnner 
provided  for  by  the  Rule  of  Measurement,  and  to  file  with 
the  Secretary  a  certificate  of  such  measurement. 

Every  Yacht  owner  shall  Ajrn'sh  to  the  Secretary  the 
name  and  rig  of  his  yacht,  and  a  description  of  hi  i  distin- 
guishing flag,  and  the  name  of  the  i)ort  at  v.  hich  Iuf  vessel 
18  owned ;  and  no  yacht  shall  be  allowed  to  start  for  any 
prize  given  out  of  the  Squadron  Funds,  uidess  a  certificate 
of  her  measurement  by  the  official  measurers  shall  have 
been  filed  with  ihi  Secretary.  The  mcasmer's  fee  to  be 
$1.00  for  each  Yucht  measured,  the  same  to  ^>»^  paid  him 
by  the  owner. 

X. 

The  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  Deputy  Measurers  at  any  port  in  the  Province 
where  Yachts  of  the  Squadron  may  be  stationed.

Any  member  buying  or  selling  a  Yacht  must  give  notice 
Ihereof  to  the  Secretary  within  seven  days  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  purchase  or  sale,  and  no  Yacht  not  duly 
entered  on  the  Register  shall  be  entitled  to  representation 
at  A  Squadron  meeting. 

XVIII. 

Private  Matches.— Yacht  owners,  members  of  the  Squad- 
ron, sailing  private  matches,  are  entitled  to  have  the  race 
started  and  timed  by  the  Sailing  Committee  of  the  Squad- 
ron ;  the  expenses  being  borne  by  the  Squadron^  and  the 
result  of  match  recorded  in  the  Squadron  books. 

XIX. 

Vacancies  in  either  the  Committee  of  Management  or 
the  Sailing  Committee  shall  be  filled  up  at  the  next  ensuing 
Special  or  Regular  Meeting  of  the  Squadron. 

XX. 

The  Secretary  buall  publish,  when  required  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  Management,  and  forward  to  every  member  of 
the  Squadron,  a  list  of  the  members,  with  the  date  of  their 
election,  a  list  of  the  ofllcers  and  committees,  and  a  list  of 
the  Yachts  registered,  showing  the  rig,  tonnage  and  port 
of  ownership,  official  number,  owner's  name,  distinguish- 
ing flag,  and,  whenever  possible,  builder's  name. 

XXI. 

Any  alteration  in  these  By-laws  must  be  proposed  in 
writing  by  a  member  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Squadron, 
and  a  vote  taken  on  it  at  the  next,  due  notice  of  the  pro- 
posed alteration  having  been  given  to  each  member.  A 
two-thirds  vote  of  members  present  shall  alter  the  rule 
f  ad  the  alteration  shall  come  into  force  immediately.

ADOPTED    WITH     ALTERATIONS    MADE    WHERE    NECESSARY    TO 
AGREE   WITH   THE   BY-LAWS   OP  THE    SQUADRON. 

1.    All  Races,  and  all  Yachts  sailing  therein,  shall  be 
under  the  direction  of  the  Flag-Offlcers  or  Sailing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Club  under  whose  auspices  the  Races  are 
being  sailed.     All  matters  shall  be  subject  to  their  approval 
and  control ;  and  all  doubts,  questions  and  disputes  which 
may  arise  shall  be  subject  to  their  decision.     Their  deci- 
sions shall  be  based  upon  these  Rules,  so  far  as  they  will 
apply  ;  but  as  no  rules  can  be  devised  capf>He  of  meetin^r 
every  incident  and  accident  of  sailing,  the  Sailing  Com*^ 
uiittee  should  keep  in  view  the  ordinary  customs  of  the 
sea,  and  discourage  all  attempts  to  win  a  Race  by  other 
means  than  fair  sailing  and  superior  speed  and  skill.     The 
decisions  of  the  Sailing  Committee  shall  be  final,  unless 
they  think  fit,  on  the  application  of  the  parties  interested, 
or  otherwise,  to  refer  the  questions  at  issue  for  the  decision 
of  the  Council  of  the  Yacht  Racing  Association.      No 
member  of  the  Sailing  Committee  or  Council  shall  take 
part  in  the  decision  upon  any  disputed  question  in  which 
he  18  directly  interested.     The  Sailing  Committee,  or  any 
Ofiacer  appointed  to  take  charge  for  the  day,  shall  award 
the  prizes,  subject  to  rule  30.     If  anv  Yacht  be  disqualified, 
the  next  in  order  shall  be  awarded  the  prize.     The  Oflicer 
of  the  day,  duly  appointed,  has  sole  charge  and  control  of 
the  Races  on  the  day  he  is  appointed  to  serve,  is  respon- 
sible only  to  the  Sailing  Committee  duly  assembled,  and 
may  not  be  interfered  with  by  any  individual  member 
thereof. 

2.  The  Sailing  Committee,  or  Oflficer  in  charge  for  the 
day,  shall  have  power  to  postpone  any  Race,  should 
unfavourable  weather  render  such  a  course  desirable. 

8.  The  tonnage  of  every  Yacht  entered  to  sail  in  a 
Race  shall  be  ascertained  in  the  manner  following  :  The 
length  shall  be  taken  on  the  water-line ;  the  breadth  shall 
be  taken  from  the  outside  of  the  outside  nlank  at  iha 
broadest  part,  whether  above  or  below  the"  main-wal  ^s 
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and  the  depth  amidships  ft-om  the  upper  side  of  the  covering 
board  to  the  under  side  of  the  garboard  strake.  These 
three  dimensions  shall  bo  multiplied  together  and  the 
product— divided  by  ISO—shall  be  deemed  the  true  tonnage. 
Any  decimal  of  half  or  more  than  half  a  ton  shall  count  as 
a  ton,  and  any  less  shall  be  disregarded. 

4.  Time  shall  be  allowed  on  arrival  for  difference  in 
tonnage,  according  to  the  annexed  scale,  increased  or 
decreased  in  proportion  to  the  length  of  different  coui^scs. 

If  it  is  necessary  during  a  Race  to  shorten  the  course, 
the  signal  flag  denoting  tjie  race  hoisted  under  the  White 
Peter,  or  in  case  of  fog  or  darkness  two  guns  fired,  shall 
show  that  the  Race  is  to  finish  with  the  round  about  to 
be  completed,  and  the  time  alloj^ance  shall  be  reduced  in 
l)roportion. 

5.  Entries  shall  be  made  with  the  Secretary  at  least 
forty-eight  hours  previous  to  noon  of  the  day  appointed 
for  starting  each  Race.  In  case  of  a  Sunday  intervening, 
twenty- four  hours  shall  be  added.  Entries  may  be  made 
by  telegram,  and  it  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  that  the 
same  shall  have  been  despatched  before  noon  of  the  day 
on  which  the  entries  close,  subject  to  the  provision  as  to 
Sundays. 

The  Sailing  Committee  may  refuse  any  entry.

14.  There  shaUbe  no  liuit  as  to  the  number  of  paid 
hands,  ond  no  restrictions  as  to  the  number  of  friends,  or 
to  their  working.  N-j  hand  shall  join  or  leave  a  Yacht 
after  the  signal  to  start,  except  in  case  of  accident  or  in- 
jury to  any  person  on  board. 

16.  No  more  than  the  usual  anchors  and  chains  shall 
be  carried  during  a  Race,  and  these  must  not  be  used  as 
shifting  ballast,  or  for  altering  the  trim  of  the  Yacht,  and 
all  ballast  shall  be  properly  stowed  and  shall  not  be  shifted 
or  trimmed  in  any  way  whatever  during  a  Race.

Five  minutes  before  the  start  the  preparative  fla<r  shall 
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whicli  the  Yuclits  in  the  Race  shall  be  amenable  to  the 
Rules.  At  the;  expiration  of  five  minutes  exad/y  the  Blue 
I'etcr  shall  be  hauled  down  and  a  second  gun  fired  as  a 
signal  to  start.  If  the  start  is  to  be  made  ftora  anchors  or 
mooriiigs,  lots  shall  be  drawn  for  stations,  and  springs 
shall  be  allowed  on  the  same  bridle  or  anchor  chain  or  warp 
as  the  bow-fasts,  but  are  not  to  be  carried  to  a  buoy,  pier, 
other  vessel,  or  fixed  object.

The  ciire  scales  have  been  computed  for  courses  of  50. 
10,  and  8  nautical  miles.  These  scales  have  been  adopted 
because  from  thera  the  time  allowance  for  almost  any 
length  of  course  can  easily  be  calculated.

Admiralty  WAunANrs. -Warrants  .s:rantcd  to  Clubs, 
and  the  JVIembers  thereof,  j^ranting  permission  to  fly  the 
White  Ensign,  or  the  liiiie  Ensign,  or  the  Red  Eusign 
Avith  device  on  it.  An  Admiralty  Warrant  also  enables 
tlie  owner  to  ship  excisable  goods,  such  as  wines,  spirits, 
tobacco,  tea,  &c.,  direct  from  bond  without  payment  of 
duty ;  and  to  enter  [)orts  without  paying  harbor  dues 
(this  does  not  include  dock  charges)  and  to  make  fast  to 
mooring  buoys  laid  down  l)y  the  Admiralty,  if  such  buoys 
be  not  required  by  ships  of  II.  M.  fleet.  An  Admiralty 
Warrant  is  also  useful  in  foreign  ports  as  it  at  once  estab- 
lishes the  nationality  of  a  yacht ;  and  the  port  autuoritiea 
usually  show  great  civility  to  yachts  carrying  an  Admiral- 
ty Warrant,  securely  berthing  them,  and  frequently  fore- 
going harbor  dues  (not  dock  charges.)  When  a  Yacht 
chavycs  hands  her  Warrant  must  he  returned  through  the 
(Jluh  Secretary  to  the  Admiralty. 

Ensign.— If  an  Ensign  other  than  the  Red  be  flown  by 
any  vessel  without  a  warrant  from  the  Admiralty,  a  i)enalty 
of  £500  stg.  may  be  inflicted,  and  any  Custom  House  or 
Consular  Officer  or  other  Officer  in  ,1.  M.  Service  on  full 
pay  may  board  the  vessel  and  seize  the  flag.  Although  the 
lied  Ensign  has  been  assigned  to  the  mercantile  marine, 
no  device  can  be  put  in  it  other  than  the  Jack  without  the 
permission  of  the  Admiralty.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  Ad- 
miralty only  extends  to  flags  flown  afloat,  and  any  Ensign 
can  be  hoisted  on  flagstaffs  on  shore.  When  a  AVarrantis 
granted  to  a  Club  to  fly  the  White,  Blue,  or  the  Red  En- 
.^ign  with  a  device,  this  Warrant  does  not  of  itself  entitle  a 
Member  of  the  Clnb  to  iiy  either  Ensign  on  bor.rd  his  Yacht ; 
))efore  he  cnn  legally  do  so  he  must  also  obtain  a  Warrant 
from  the  Admiralty  through  the  Club  Secretary.  As  many 
Warrants  must  be  obtained  as  he  belongs  to  Clubs  if  he  de- 
sires to  fly  the  flag  of  each  club.  When  the  Yacht  is  dis- 
posed of  the  Warrants  must  be  returned  through  the  Club 
.Secretary  to  the  Admiralty,  and  if  the  owner  obtains  a  new 
Yacht  he  must  get  fresh  Wuirauts.
